MOON IS THE EULING PLANET THIS YEAR. 



Concerning the influence of the Moon, those of 
old, it is believed, have said, If this planet is seen 
in certain positions towards the sun, the earth and 
other planets, its power Avill be observed* in the 
weather, in the productiveness of the seasons and in 
the special constitution of both men and animals. 

Tflit Ye.\r in General. This year will be more 
moist than cold and dry. 

Spring. Will be very wet and warm, with occa- 
sional frost. March'will be cold throughout; April 
rainy; May, in the beginning, will be flue, with con-| 
siderable rain, followed by severe cold. June will 
be very pleasant with occasional rains. 

Summer. Summer will be occasionally warm, 
but frequently cold 

Fall and Winter. The beginning of this season 
will be wet, and moderately cold; afterwards quite 
cold and wet; with December will be snow, followed 
by much rain. After the 20th it will be pretty cold 
and cloudy, till towards the 12th of January; after- 
ward more moderate, but soon cold again, until 
about the 25th, when much snow and rain will fall. 
March will be, in the beginning, rough and cold, 
then warm. During^this winter sheep and bees will 
be apt to die. ^ ^ x 

Cultivation op Summer Grain. When this year 
has a warm summer, the sowing of the summer crops 
should not be delayed, yet they should not be thrown! 
into the ground too early, since the hot weather! 
commences late. Barley an4 oats at least will pro- 1 
duce moderately; also lentils, peas and millet, | 
which often produce very well on good fields. Do' 



not sow too late nor too early. There \yill be plenty 
of hay, but little second crop. 

Winter Grain. The fields of winter grain, and 
especially the rye, v,±ich if sown early in the fall 
and is .rank and large, should be pastured down 
with the sheep, otherwise it will be too rank and 
produce more straw than grain. If the wheat in 
May is large and rank, it will produce little, for it 
grows too fast; this however will not be the case on 
poor soil. 

Fall Seeding. This should be sown as early as 
possible; it will then produce little enough, for dur- 
ing the cold weather it will grow but very little, and 
if winter should come early, sheep should not be 
permitted, to pasture on it, or they will crop it too 
short. All the seed should be sown deep into the 
earth, else by the plentiful floods of winter it will 
be washed out. 

Fruit. In some parts will be plenty; in others 
scarce. Acorns will be scarce. 

Hops. These will produce moderately; generally 
suflTer in the Spring from mildew and hail. 

Wine. There will be little vintage: grapes 
should be gathered early, as there is no hope for 
good weather. Vines should be covered earl}'. 

Wind AND Storm. In the winter there will be 
heavy winds and extraordinary rains; in the spring 
and. summer there will not be a great deal of thun- 
derstorm, though some, which will not do much 
injury. 

Sickness. In the fall there will be severe and 
fatal fevers, and all sorts of dangerous diseases.

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pate in which Nazareth ^tood (John i. 47) is 
not certainly known. All the inhabitants of 
<xalilee were looked upon with contempt by 
the people of Jadea because they spoke a ruder 
dialect, were less cultivated, and were more 
exposed by their position to contact with the 
heathen. But Nazareth labored under a spe- 
cial opprobrium, for it was a Gallilean, and not 
a southern Jew, who asked the reproachful 
question whether ‘‘any good thing"' could come 
from that source. It has been suggested that 
the inhabitants of Nazareth may^have had a 
had name among their neighbors for irreligion 
or some laxity of morals. We pass over, as 
foreign to the object of this notice, any partic- 
alar account of tbe “holy places” which the le- 
gends have sought to connect with events in 
the life of Christ. Two localities, however, 
form an exception to this statement, inasmuch 
as they possess, though in different ways, a 
certain interest which no one will fail to recog- 
nize. One of these is the “Fountain of the 
Virgin,'' situated at the north eastern extrem- 
ity of the town, where according to one tradi- 
tion, the mother of Jesus received the angel's 
ealutation (Luke i. 28). The other place is 
that of the attempted Precipitation. A prev- 
alent opinion of the country has transferred 
the event to a hill about two miles south-east 
of the town, but this is improbable. Above 
the bulk of the town are- several rocky ledges, 
over which a person could not be thrown with- 
out almost certain destruction. But there is 
one very remarkable precipice, almost perpen- 
dicular, and forty or fifty feet high, near the 
Maronite church, which may well be supposed 
to be the identical one over which His infuriat- 
ed townsmen attempted to hurl Jesus. 



INTRODUCTION. 



For the last six years we have been trying to 
supply the Church with a Family Almanac, and 
in doing so we have labored, so far as possible, to 
adapt it to the wants of our patrons, and from the 
liberal patronage which we have so far received, 
we are led to believe that, to a considerable ex- 
tent, we have not failed in our intentions ; and as 
a good family Almanac seems to be a household 
necessity, we have now commenced the publica- 
tion of one for 1880. Notwithstanding our motto 
is, in making Almanacs as well as everything else, 
“onward and upward,” yet the sameness of the 
-nature of the work makes it very difficult to add 
much noticeable improvement. 

As the Ministerial List, excepting the astro- 



nomical calculations, is one of the most prominent 
features about it, we have made every effort to 
make it as correct as possible, and through the 
aid of a number of our brethren, we think that the 
present list is tolerably correct. If not, those who 
should have been interested are to blame and not 
us, as we gave all of our ministers an opportunity 
of having their names and addresses correctly in- 
serted in the list. 

An important change in the making up of the 
list was urged upon us by a number of our breth- 
ren. We have reference to publishing the lists in 
States instead of publishing all the names in al- 
phabetical order as heretofore.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 



BY SILAS THOMAS. 



The following slip was, some years ago, cut 
from a Philadelphia paper — which one I do not 
now remember — and laid aside among my scraps. 
Its existence was forgotten ; but happening to 
turn it up the other day, and, upon inquiry, find- 
ing the infoi-mation it contains correct, I conclud- 
ed to send it for publication. 

The Brethren of the Past in Germantown and 
Philadelphia. 

The Dunkards, or Brethren, who were in occu- 
pancy of their meeting-house on Main Street, 
Germantown, above the present Sharpnack street, 
in the year 1800, continued their worship at that 
place under the direction of Alexandrer Mack. 
During the time of Mack and Sauer they were as- 
sisted by Philip Weaver, Nathaniel Schriver, and 
Daniel Letherman. Mack died in 1803, and 
Peter Keyser, the younger, then had charge of 
the congregation. He was made bishop in the 
year 1802. Although he resided in Philadelphia, 
his connection with the Germantown meeting re- 
mained. He was always ready to conduct the 
services on Sundays at the proper hours, although 
he had to come from Philadelphia for the purpose; 
This duty, without regard to weather, he never 
neglected. After he was installed as bishop, he 
was assisted in the ministry at Germantown by 
Charles Hubbs, Christian VanLashet, and John 
W. Price. 

About fhe year 1813, Peter Keyser, finding 
there was a sufficient number of brethren in Phil- 
adelphia to authorize the establishment of a con- 
gregation, devoted his attention to that purpose. 
The church was organized about the year 1813, 
and for more than four years the members wor- 
shiped in a school- room at the northwest corner of 
Fourth and Yine streets. 

On March 19, 1817, the members of this con- 
gregation held a meeting for the purpose of con- 
sidering the expediency of building a meeting 
houfcC, when it was stated that nearly five thous- 
and dollars were already subscribed. It was then 
resolved to undertake it, and James Lynd, George 
Gorgas, Jacob Zeigler, James Gorgas, and Jotm 
Rink were appointed a committee to procure a 
piece of ground suitable .for the purpose. They 
purchased a lot on the east side of Crown street, 
below Callowhill, from Jesse Stellwagen, for for- 
ty-two hundred and fifty dollars. It was forty- 
ffive feet front on Crown street, running through 
of that width to Fourth street, being about eighty 



six feet from street to street. Peter Keyser, Jas* 
Lynd, John Heisler, John Fox, Christopher Leh- 
man, J. Gorgas, Christopher S. Langstroth, Mi- 
chael Keyser, and John Leibert, were appointed 
trustees of the same, and also the building com- 
mittee. Strafer and Ritter agreed to lay the 
brick at two dollars and sixty-seven cents per 
thousand, and the stone at seventy-five cents per 
perch, and make an allowance in the bill for the 
benefit of the church. W. Steinmets furnished the 
brick at eight dollars and fifty cents per thous- 
and, and gave a donation of three thousand 
brick. V. Senderling dug the cellar at eight- 
teen and three-quarter cents per cubic yard. 
William Jones offered to plaster the house at 
ten cents per yard, and make a present of fifty 
dollars. 

The house was consecrated October 12, 1817. 
In the morning Peter Keyser spoke from the 
ninth chapter of Hebrews, first to fifth verses. 
In the afternoon ho spoke from the nineteenth 
chapter of Luke, forty-sixth verse ; and in the 
evening from the twenty-sixth chapter of Acts, 
twenty-second and twenty-third verses. 

March 5, 1818, Peter Keyser presented a fine 
large pulpit Bible, which was in use until 
April 21, 1854, when it was replaced by a new 
one. 

For sixty -three years Peter Keyser was pas- 
tor of the Germantown and Philadelphia 
churches, during forty-seven of which he was 
bishop. He was a most efificient preacher in 
both the English and German languages. Be- 
side his profound knowledge of Scripture he 
was also distinguished as an eloquent orator, 
and whenever he preached he drew crowds of 
hearers from all denominations. “He was dil- 
igent in business, fervent in spirit, serving the 
Lord.'^ For beside faithfully discharging his 
numerous secular and ministerial labors, he 
was engaged in almost every measure for the 
good of his fellow-man. He was long a mem- 
ber, and for a while, secretary, of the board of 
health, inspector and treasurer of the prison, 
an active member of the society for alleviating 
the miseries of the public prisons, and was di- 
rector and controller of the public schools when 
the system was first adopted. In short, he 
was, as Job says, “Eyes to the blind, feet to 
the lame, a father to the poor ; and the cause 
which he knew not he searched out.'^ 

The first fruits of the meeting in Philadel- 
phia took place in the baptism of Christian 
Flower and Catharine Evans, on Easter day, 
April 6, 1817, in the Schuylkill, by Peter Key- 
ser. In the church in the city during this

PULPIT VOICE. 



Many preachers have a pulpit voice. When 
they are out of church they speak as other 
people do. They do not employ a deep chest- 
note when they inquire of the butcher respect- 
ing the price of roast beef, and they do not use 
a dismal monotone when they discuss domestic 
matters with their wives and children. But 
as soon as they get into church they uncon- 
sciously assume an artificial tone ; and they 
are apt to do this when they have any devo- 
tional functions to perform. It has often been 
observed that if a minister who is chatting 
easily and naturally at table should be asked 
to say grace, he will suddenly assume bis pul- 
pit voice, articulate with it during the ceremo- 
ny, and then resume the conversation in his 
proper voice with the dexterity of a ventrilo- 
quist; The pulpit voice is probably attributa- 
ble to a desire to give solemnity and impres- 
siveness to the performance. It results from 
an effort to convey to the bearers the deep 
serge of awe which may fairly be supposed to 
suffuse the clerical mind. But the result to 
the listener is far more likely to be an almost 
irresistible tendency to go to sleep. Tl:je effec- 
tive voice is always the natural voice. The 
skilful actor touches every chord in the entire 
gamut of passion, and he gives force and effect 
to every sentiment, without putting any un- 
due strain upon his vocal machinery. A great 
truth must be far more impressive when it is 
urged in the speaker’s ordinary tones, modified 
only by whatever influence of sincere feeling 
may govern the speaker’s mind, than when it 
is offered in an artificial voice about which 
there can be no suggestion of genuine passion.

THE SWENKEELDERS.

The Sweokfelders are a small body of religious 
professors living chiefly in Montgomery Co.^ Pa. 
These, with a few in the adjoining counties com- 
prise their whole organization ; and beside these 
there is so organization of their kind, neither in 
Europe nor America. They are the followers of 
Casper Swenkfeldt von Ossing, a Silesian knight; 
who was born in 1490, two years before the dis- 
covery of America. He became cotemporary with 
Luther; Melancthon and other great men of that 
period; but differed from them in his opinions con- 
oerning the Eucharist. And as his views were 
unpopular he was banished from the Province by 
the ruling sovereign. 

After 200 years his followers being persecuted 
by the Jesuits, could no ■longer'‘find a resting 
place in Germany without renouncing their relig- 
ious views, which differed from the tenets of the 
of the established church in non resistance, non- 
swearing, &c. They therefore concluded to emi- 
grate to America, which they effected in 1733-34. 
Some thirty families being the main part of them, 
landed in Philadelphia on the 22d of September, 
1734. The next day they were required to take 
the oath of allegiance to the king of Great Britian. 
But being conscientious about swearing, they 
were permitted to use their own words as follows : 
“We Silesians, as on account of conscience we 
could not swear, were readily excused, and were 
allowed to promise fidelity by giving the hand.*' 

Having the writings of Gasper iSwenkfeldt, they 
continued to follow him as their leader until 1782, 
or about 250 years — and about 50 years after set- 
tling in America, where they had full religious 
liberty, before organizing themselves into a body 
of religious professors. But in the above named 
year, 1782, their first congregation was organized. 
Although a denomination of believers they insti- 
tuted no religious rites except praying and preach- 
ing until quite recently. About two years ago 
they instituted the rite of sprinkling, and this is 
only optional. In the same manner the commun- 
ion was also instituted in order to satisfy the de- 
sires of those who would perhaps have taken in 
with some other sect. 

They are a quiet, peaceable, industrious and 
thrifty people ; and there is not a better class of 
farmers in America than the Swenkf elders. 
Nearly"all of them, if not rich, are in favorable 
circumstancesi They are distinguished for their 
being kind to the poor and hospitable to strangers. 
At the present time their entire membership is 
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probably six hundred, and they nearly all speak 
the Pennsylvania German language. They have 
six meeting-houses and six preachers who are 
chosen from their membership by election. They 
celebrate the 24th day of September annually in 
commemoration of the arrival of their forefathers 
in this country. This festival other people are 
welcome to attend, and their horses will be fed 
and their dinners provided free. They celebrate 
this day as a day of thanksgiving to God.for their 
religious liberty. It is not kept as a day of feast- 
ing, but on the contrary, they try to imitate as 
near as they can the plain fare their forefathers 
lived on. These meetings are a kind of reunion 
to them, and are largely attended. Ministers from 
other denominations frequently attend and partici- 
pate in these meetings. 

A certain writer in speaking of them says ; “In 
plainness of dress and simplicity of their mode of 
living, they resemble tbe Quakers ; and like the 
latter, they have an unpaid ministry. Their 
preachers are excused from all church expenses. 
Their ministers are elected by ballot ; the women 
do not vote, and of course do not preach. In their 
speech, as well as in their manners, in opposition 
to war, to oaths, and to a paid ministry ; in a, be- 
lief in the teachings of the Divine Spirit,- and in 
the inferiority^ of the written word to the indwell- 
ing spirit; in discarding religious forms* in'oppo- 
sition to priestcraft or an heirarchy ; and although 
not practicing silent worship, yet in* their desire 
to live in stillness, the Swenkfelders resemble the 
Quakers. We might almost say they are Quak- 
ers of an older type. They differ from the Quakers 
in employing stated prayers, electing preachers, 
in not acknowledging the spiritual equality of 
women, and in their peculiar doctrine of the glory 
of the manhood of Christ Jesus.’' 

They were perhaps the, first people, as a sect, 
who introduced Sunday-Schools which they call 
KinderlehTj in which their peculiar views and 
tenets are taught.

DRINKING AT MEALS, 

or immediately after eating, is an injnrioua 
practice, no matter what the character of the 
drink ; bat drinking cold water at such times 
is particularly so. The cold water theories of 
thirty years ago have proved themselves falla- 
cions in many respects, and this is one of the 
cases, though we admit not the worst. How 
many persons, while escaping from the evils of 
tea and coffee drinking, fell into this, an equal 
if not a worse error, we never can know, but 
that they are to be counted by thousands, is 
undoubted ; and hygienic living and treatment 
is to-day suffering because of a prejudice justly 
established against cold water, which is still, 
unjustly however, considered properly hy- 
gienic. 

The drinking of cold water and especially ice 
water at, or soon after meals, is greatly pro- 
motive of dyspepsia. It lowers the tempera- 
ture of the stomach, arrests digestion, and often 
produces positive irritation, if not inflamma- 
tion of this organ not only, but of the nerve 
centers that control the general vital opera- 
tions, in which case itproduces a more decided 
irritation and injury than either tea or coffee. 
Tea and coffee aswell as other drinks, are un- 
desirable at meals, because they are used to 
washdown half masticated food, and dilate the 
gastric juice ; when warm they do not imme- 
diately arrest digestion, but when cold they do. 
Even hot drinks are not as bad as cold drinks 
on a full stomach. But the chief objection to 
tea and coffee is because of their secondary in- 
fluence upon the nervous system, which they 
excite to abnormal activity, thereby inducing 
undue expenditure of power 3 while cold water 
may not only cause this injury, but directly 
arrest digestion, and during the hot season may 
prostrate the vital organism. 

To supply fluid to carry on the vital opera- 
tions drink sufficiently of water on rising in the 
morning, an hour before breakfast, an hour be- 
fore dinner, and before retiring at night, but 
resist all desire to do so immediately after a 
meal. Those who live healthfully will have 
little thirst. It is the use of salt, spices, sugar, 
&c., all of which should be avoided, or an in- 
flamed condition of the mucous surfaces, caused 
by such bad habits, that induces this condition. 
Fruits, grains and vegetables, properly cooked, 
will supply about all the fluid necessary ; and 
hence drinking is, in general terms, a doubtful 
expediency. 



ON DANCING. 



The Chief of Police of New York stys that 
three-fourths of the abandoned girls in tnat city 
were ruined by dancing. Young ladies allow gen- 
tleman privileges in dancing which, if taken un- 
der any other circumstances, these gentlemen 
would be reported as improper persons. I have a 
sister who has passed away. On a marble block 
is written : Willing to be absent from the body 

and to be present with the Lord.’’ I had rather go 
there with my sighs, tears, flowers and prayers, 
and visit that little grave as a shrine, than have 
her present in the body and see her one night in 
the dizzy and promiscuous ball-room. It requires 
neither brains, nor good morals nor religion to be 
a good dancer. It leads to bad society. It wont 
mix with religion any more than oil and water 
will mix. As the love of one increases the love of 
the other decreases. As certain as the atmosphere 
around the thermometer at zero will freeze things, 
as certain as the wind that is bellying the sail will 
drive the boat, so certain will dancing freeze the 
religious sentiments out of the soul 3 it will drive 
its devotees away from the church ; it is a wind 
that blows in that direction. No dancing is spok- 
en of in the Bible that was done by Divine author- 
ity. In ancient times the sexes danced sep- 
arately. 

Alcohol is the ^^spirit’’ of bevereges. Take it 
out, and the young men of the land would as soon 
seek a beverage in the swill tub as in the saloon. 
So sex is the spirit of the dance. Take it away 
and let the sexes dance separately, and dancing 
would shortly be out of fashion. Parlor dancing 
is dangerous. Tippling leads to drunkenness, and 
parlor dancing leads to ungodly halls . Tippling 
and parlor dancing sow to the wind, and boch reap 
the whirlwind. Put dancing in the crucible, apply 
the acids, weigh it, and the verdict of reason, 
morality and religion is, Weighed in the balance 
and found wanting,” and every father or mother 
who encourage their children in an exercise so de- 
moralizing and dangerous in its results, will also 
be found wanting in the great day of Anal 
accounts.

The word homceopatHy is derived from the 
Greek Omoiopatheia, likeness of conditions. Jt 
is a system ot rpedical practice, administ^^ring 
such remedies which when given to the healthy 
subject, will produce symptoms similar to those 
from which th^ patient is suffering. This 
great science of medicine owes iU existence to 
the eminent physician and chemist, Samuel 
Hahnaman, M. D., born in Saxony in 1765, 
After several years of active practice, whilst he 
was engaged in . translating some medical 
works, discovered that peruvian bark was 
capable of producing in a healthy person 
symptoms similar to those of chilis and fever, 
for which he discovered it had long been con- 
sidered a specific. He immediately proceeded 
to investigate further his great discovery, and 
on examining the records of medical history, 
he found a number of cures bad been produced 
by drugs which were capable of creating 
symptoms similar to those which they cured.

Hahnemah writes on_this subject, in the fifth 
edition of his Organura, section 210, ‘‘Persons 
who are patient in health, are often found in 
sickness to be obstinate, violent and hasty, or 
intolerant and wilful, impatient or despairing f 
those who were. previously chaste and modest 
are then found lascivious and shameless. A 
bright intellect is not untrequently found to be 
dull, a person commonly of weak mind on the 
other hand will be more shrewd and sensible;, 
while one of sluggish intellect sopaetimes shows 
great presence of mind, and promptness, reso- 
lution, &c. Thus, aconitum napelluswill rare- 
ly or nevet produce a rapid or permanent cure 
in a person of calm and complacent disposition, 
as little as nux vomica will affect a mild,, 
phlegmatic, or pulsatilla a happy, cheerful and 
obstinate temperament; or as little as ignatia 
proves efficacious in an unchangeable state of 
mind, inclined neither to fright nor grief*’ 

In short, homoeopathy is a science of .medi- 
cine founded on Nature’s own laws, assisting 
in the recovery of lost vitality by means of the 
indicated remedy, including the necessary regi- 
men, and most positively condehins the prac- 
tice of forcing into the system massive doses of 
pernicious medicines.

PREACHING. 

One of the special dangers and defects of 
preaching in this country is connected with 
the popular liking for oratory in the pulpit, 
the demand for what is called eloquent preach- 
ing. The common American idea of pulpit el- 
oquence is low and sensational. It means 
chiefly a rapid and emphatic utterance of son- 
orous sentences, with something extreme, par- 
adoxical, and violent in the thought presented, 
though not much thought is required People 
demand of the preacher that he shall excite 
them, and they enjoy with a kind of voluptu- 
ousness the temporary stimulus and thrill of 
emotion which the preacher causes. It is a law 
of mental action that preaching of this kind 
does not inspire conscientiousness, nor tend to 
practical moral activity. It necessarily pro- 
duces and fosters mental conditions which are 
extremely unfavorable to spirituality of char- 
acter and life. This appetite for eloquence, 
working with other tendencies of the age, has 
helped to make the preaching in this country 
dramatic and entertaining, but, in a great 
measure, unspiritual. This, 1 think, can be 
lightly regarded only as a calamity, a tenden- 
cy opposed to religion, adapted to weaken and 
subvert it, and to lead the people who are in- 
fluenced by it into a region where religion 
will be impossible or regarded as unnecessary. 
This is one of the most important of the unfor- 
tunate tendencies of the age. It has made 
preaching <*more interesting and attractive to 
the masses,^’ but this has been accomplished 
by sacriflcing much that is essential in relig- 
ion itself. 



INCONSISTENCY IN THE FAMILY. 

1 have been in his family, said Christian 
of Talkative, and have observed him both at 
home and abroad ; and 1 know what I say of 
him is the truth. His bouse is as empty of 
religion as the white of an egg is of savor. 
There is neither prayer nor sign of repentance 
for sin ; yea, the brute in his kind serves God 
far better than he. He is the very stain, re- 
proach and shame of religion to all that know 
him; it can hardly have a good word in all 
that end of the town where be dwells through 
him. Thus say the common people of him — 
*^A saint abroad, and a devil at home.” His 
poor family find it so. He is such a churl ; such 
a railer at, and so unreasonable with his ser- 
vants that they neither know how to do for or 



to speak to him. Men that have any dealings 
with him say it is better to deal with a Turk 
than with him, for fairer dealings they shall 
have at his hands. This Talkative, if it be 
possible, will go beyond them, defiance, beguile, 
and overreach them. Besides, he brings up 
bis sons to follow bis steps; and if he finds 
in any of them a ‘‘foolish timorousness’^ (for so 
he calls the first appearance of tender con- 
science), he calls them fools and blockheads, 
and by no means will employ them in much, or 
speak to their commendation before others. 
For my part, I am of the opinion that he has 
by bis wicked life caused many to stumble and 
fall; and will be, if God prevents not, the ruin 
of many more — Bunyan,
